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France Will 
Stand by Her 
Allies: Moch 


GENEVA ((AP) — France 
warned the Soviet Union Mon- 
day that though Paris may 
sometimes differ with its allies’ 
approach to disarmament, Mos- 
cow can never separate France 
from its Western friends, 


Jules Moch, chief French de 
legate just returned from a 
weekend of . consultation in 
Paris, told the 10-nation disar- 
mament conference that in any 
event, Moscow might as well 
quit trying to split France away 
from her allies because deci- 
sions at this conference must be 
unanimous. 


“In any case,” Moch added, 
“Western solidarity remains 
complete.” 


Contrary to expectations, 
Moch had little to say concern- 
ing the Soviet incorporation of 
certain French ideas concerning 
missiles and other means of nu- 
clear delivery into the first stage 
of Moscow's disarmament plan. 
Diplomats viewed this as an 
indication the French Govern- 
ment still is undecided about its 
reaction to the Soviet proposi- 
tion. 


Moch discussed the imprac- 
ticability of trying now to 
establish a strict time limit for 
the whole range of disarma- 
ment and in querying the 
Soviets as to how exactly they 
believe the United Nations Secu- 
rity Council—with its perman- 
ent member veto—should be 
associated with the disarma- 
ment process. 

He noted that in an earlier 
Soviet plan, it was proposed 
that the first two stages of dis- 
armament be concerned exclusi- 
vely with conventional forces 
and weapons. Only in the final 
stage of that Russian plan, 
Moch recalled, would anything 
have been done about nuclear 
weapons. 

But in the latest Soviet 
scheme, Moch continued, only 
nuclear disarmament would 
take place in the first stage, 
with conventional forces and 
weapons remaining untouched 
until later. 

Moch said he drew some hope 
from Russian delegate Valerian 
A. Zorin’s statement last week 
that he would consider a West- 
ern proposal to merge these two 
propositions, and indicated some 
such suggestion may soon be 
forthcoming from Western dele- 
gations.

“I know too well the good 
sense of the Japanese people 
and the abilities and dedication 
of Japan's responsible leaders.” 


Following the brief introduc- 
tion made by MacArthur, Ikeda 
started his speech with an 
apology for last Friday's dem- 
onstration against White House 
Press Secretary James C. Ha- 
gerty, and assured, that court- 
esy and hospitality will be ex- 
tended to President Dwight D 
Eisenhower during his visit 


next week. 

Ikeda said that trade with the 
United States has always conti- 
nued to play an important part 
in Japan's economy since Japa- 
nese-American diplomatic and 
commercial relations were open- 
ed 100 years ago.

Of the five Schiller songs 
contained in this record, the 
only really worthwhile pieces 
to my. mind are “Gruppe aus 
dem Tartarus” and “Die Goet- 
ter Griechenlands.” The first 
is one of Schubert's finest 
songs, and is here given a mag- 
nificent performance by 
Fischer-Dieskau. Then, after 
the exquisite “Grecian Gods,” 
we come to a longish song 
made up of alternating recita- 
tive and aria which is a sheer 


bore. The final song on this 
side is the pleasant, but none 
too impressive “Sehnsucht.” 


Turning to the other side, we 
find that it is entirely occupied 
by a giant operatic scene, “The 
Diver,” an early work to which 
it hardly seems worth devot- 
ing so much time and effort. 
Since I can hardly imagine 
anyone wanting to buy this 
record merely for the sake of 
the first two songs, which take 
up less than a sixth of the 
total space, I hesitate to recom- 
mend it except to those serious 
collectors who are interested in 
the other pieces from an his- 
torical viewpoint. Let’s hope 
that Toshiba will find the 
opportunity of reissuing 
“Tartarus” in the company of 
more worthy selections at some 
future date. 


Clarinet Quintet 


Clarinet Quintet In A major, 
K.581 (Mozart), members of the 
Vienna Octet; 30 cm. London 
LC-S, ¥1,700 


A brilliant performance of 
one of the most . delightful 
works in the chamber reper- 
toire. The tempos are perhaps a 
little on the fast side, but not 
unduly so, and the general ap- 
proach, though not lacking in 
elegance, is.rather more vigor- 
ous than is perhaps customary. 
The clarinet player is Alfred 
Boskovsky, who I presume to 
be related to Willi Boskovsky, 
the concertmaster of the Vien- 
na Philharmonic and leader of 
the Vienna Octet. His perform- 
ance here is characterized by 
marvelous agility, beautiful 
phrasing, and a warm, well- 
rounded tone. The string 
quartet also make an excellent 
contribution with seme very 
expressive playing and neat en- 
semble work. 


I have heard a rumor that 
the Vienna Octet, which is 
made up of leading members 
of the Vienna Philharmonic, 
may be visiting Japan next 
year. If this performance is a 
sample of what we may ex- 
pect to hear, let us hope it is 
true. The only serious draw- 
back to this 


record I can 
find is its format—a whole 30 
cm. disc for about  half-an- 


hour’s performance. Surely it 
would have been possible to fit 
this half-hour performance of 
chamber music on to a 25 cm. 
dise at a considerable saving in 
cost?

to performances by this young 
Canadian-born contralto, and I 
must say-that I was very fa- 
vorably impressed by the great 
beauty of her voice which is 
marred only by a rather pro- 
nounced vibrato. Of the two 
selections here, I think the 
Mahler is the more successful. 


As far as the Alto Rhapsody 
is concerned, my own choice 
lies very definitely with the old 
Kathleen Ferrier version, 
which was reissued last month 
on a 45 disc after having been 


ruthlessly deleted from the 
catalog several months ago 
along with several other of her 


memorable records. Of course, 
the sound is not so ‘good as 
that of the Forrester record- 
ing, (there is a distinct wow 
toward the end), but that glori- 
ous voice with its noble 
breadth, expressiveness and 
firm line, plus Clemens Krauss’ 
sensitive reading of the orches- 
tral score, make such mechani- 
cal defects pall into insignifi- 
cance. The record number is 
Z-33 (London), price ¥600. Miss 
Forrester’s performance is more 
restrained than Ferrier’s and 
her enunciation not so clear. 
Still, this is a very creditable 
rendering of the Alto Rhapsody 
and one that I can heartily 
recommend to those who are 
at all particular about the qual- 
ity of reproduction, especially if 
they also want the Rueckert 
songs which Miss Forrester 
sings most beautifully. This

Shakespeare Plays 


Othello (4-30 cm. LR-1/4, ¥10.- 
000). As You Like It (3-30 cm. 
LR-5/7, ¥7,500), Julius Caesar (3- 
30 cm. LR-8/10, ¥7,500), Macbeth 
(3-30 cm. LR-11/13, ¥7.500), Mar- 
lowe Society of Cambridge Uni- 
versity, directed by George Ry- 
lands, recorded under the aus- 
pices of the. British Council. 


These are the first four plays 
in the Argo series of the com- 
plete works of William Shake- 
speare which are now being 
pressed and distributed in Japan 
by the King Record Co. The 
actors and actresses in the 
Marlowe Society are mostly 
amateurs, and it is one of the 
society's rules that all the per- 
formers, both amateurs and pro- 
fessionals, should remain an- 
onymous. When the first plays 
of this series appeared in Eng- 
land in the spring of 1958, some 
critics, while welcoming the 
gigantic project, expressed seri- 
ous doubts as to whether these 
performances were adequate to 
the greatness of the plays. 


It is not for me to express an 
opinion on this point one way 
or the other, but let it be said 
that at least in Japan, where 
students have no opportunity of 
hearing “live” Shakespeare, well 
acted or not, except for an oc- 
casional film, these records 
serve a very useful purpose in 
that, despite their possible artis- 
tic limitations they do give a 
general idea of the beauty of 
Shakespeare's language and en- 
able one to follow the dramatic 
buildup of the plays, a thing 
which it is not always easy to 
do through the printed word 
alone, especially if one is not 
well acquainted with the Eng- 
lish tongue. 


The diction is for the most 
part remarkably clear, and if 
the histrionics are not always 
up to professional par; at least 
there is no amateurish overact- 
ing to jar one’s sensibilities. 


The fact that these records fill a 
widely-felt need is borne out by 
the impressive sales figures— 
nearly _10,000 individual sets 
were reportedly sold both in 
Britain and abroad as of the 
end of last year. 


Of the four plays listed 
above, I particularly enjoyed 
“Macbeth,” not only because it 
happens to be one of my favor- 
ites, but also because I think it 
is the best acted. Macbeth, 
Lady Macbeth and Macduff are 
all vividly portrayed in this 
recording—by professional ac- 
tors, I suspect. 


An attempt has been made to 
create some feeling of stage 
action by the insertion of such 
incidental noises as trumpet 
flourishes, thunderciaps, clash- | 
ing of swords, etc. In “As you 
Like It,” the well-known songs 
“Blow, blow, thou winter wind”

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Tron Makers, 
Spooner Mull 
‘Coal Imports 


The visiting Australian Na- 
tional Development Minister 
met presidents of eight major 
Japanese iron and steel manu- 
facturers yesterday on the im- 
port of raw coal to Japan. 

William Henry Spooner and 
the Japanese officials met at the 
Imperial Hotel in Tokyo at the 
arrangement of the Foreign 
Office, 

Nobuhiko Ushiba, director of 
the Economic Affairs Bureau, 
Foreign Office, and J. B. Simp- 


son, New South Wales Minister 
for Mines, also attended the 
meeting. 


A contract for the import of 
Australian raw coal is currently 
being negotiated between Simp- 
son and the Japanese iron and 
steel industry. Australia is seek- 
ing to increase Japan's imports 
of coal to 3 million tons within 
the next five years from the 
present 680,000 tons per year. 

Spooner hopes to conc lude a 
long-term contract of 10 years 
or longer in line with the Aus- 
tralian Government's policy of 
assisting its various states 
through. the development of 
roads and ports as well as load- 
ing facilities. 

He also said if a contract is 
signed, the Australian Govern- 
ment would spare no efforts in 
encouraging state governments 
to boost their exports. 

The Japanese iron and steel 
manufacturers told Spooner that 
Jopan was ready to increase the 
Australian raw coal imports to 
3 million tons or more. They 
also explained the present situa- 
tion of Japanese raw materials 
supplies for the iron and steel 
industry. 


Spooner emphasized the 
necessity of concluding long- 


term import contracts not only 
for raw coal, but also for agri- 
cultural and mineral products. 


Hagiwara Back 
From GATT Talks 


Ambassador to Canada Toru 
Hagiwara returned to Tokyo 
vesterday afternoon from Gene- 
va where he attended the 16th 
general meeting of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) as chief Japanese de- 
jegate. 

In a press conference at the 
Foreign Office yesterday, Hagi- 
wara said Japan is scheduled to 
open full-scale tariff negotia- 
tions with West Furopean coun- 
tries next January. 

He said he hoped that Japan 
will settle by the vearend the | 
problem related to the applica- 
tion of Article 35 of GATT 
which provides for exemption.’

Raw Silk Ex 


YOKOHAMA—The raw silk 
exporting business seems to be 
entering a new phase: A battle 
among the giant Japanese trad- 
ing firms for larger shares of 
the volume, both in shipment 
from Japan and distribution in 
the United States. 

The market here is interested 
—and some quarters are in a 
sense apprehensive—at the re- 
port that one of the Big Six is 
embarking om a “three-year 
plan” to to expand its share of 
the American business. The Big 
Six among them already have 70 
per cent of the total raw silk ex- 
port business in their hands. 


. This phase follows several 
gradual developments in the dis- 
tribution parr since World 
War HI. 


In the immediate postwar 
period, raw silk exports were 
channelled through a singlie 
Japanese Government agency 
then through a single American 
Government agency, into the 
hands of American distributors. 
Then private trade was resum- 
ed. And then two big Japanese 
reelers set up New York offices, 
followed by the trading com- 
panies. The next phase came 
when they started to sell on 
landed New York terms, rather 
than f.o.b.

Completed 


MITO (Kyodo)—What is 
claimed to be the world’s first 
all-automatic radioactive alarm 


| system has been completed by 
|the Japan Atomic Energy Re- 


| search Institute, 

| ‘The new system, installed in 
‘and around the Tokaimura 
| plant of the institutes will be 
| put into operation by the middle 
of the month, according to the 
institute. 


The new system will give an 
automatic alert on any abnor- 
mal increase in atmospheric 
radioactivity by printing black 
and red letter charts via tele- 
type. It will cover not only all 
radiation leaks from the plant 
itself, but all radioactive fallout 
resulting from nuclear explo- 
sions abroad, 


The new system was produc- . 
ed by a group of leading Japa- 
nese electrical manufacturers 
including Fuji Denki Seizo K.K, 
An automatic chart-making de- 
vice makes up its central station 
with the network of monitoring 
stations clustered nearby. The 
latter are scattered over eight 
spots—one in the plant itself, 
three in Tokai-mura and two 
each at two neighboring cities. 


Each station has two Geiger- 
Mueller tubes atop the roof for 
measuring the amount of ra- 
dioactivity in the air. Readings 
of the tube are radioed every 
10 minutes to the.central sta- 
tion by microwave and then 
teletyped onto charts, with red 
letters showing danger.

“It would not have occurred 
if John Foster Dulles were still’ 
Secretary of State.”. Chancellor 
Adenauer is said to have made 
this remark in a Cabinet meet- 
ing following the breakdown 
of the Paris conference. I do 
not know if he really said it, 
but I Know him well enough to 


affirm.that he deplores most 
deeply the untimely death of 
Dulles and the change in the 
conduct of American foreign 
policy. And Adenauer said this, 
too: “I saw it all coming, for 


I never believed in the advis- 
ability of a summit meeting.” 
Well, Adenauer was right, after 
all, and it was Khrushchev who 
gave him his triumph, Ade- 
nauer’s policy of “no conces- 
sions, but strength” was just 
what Khrushchev needed in 
those blameful Paris days which 
shocked the world to the heart. 


Certainly, many Germans hot 
only blame the Soviet dictator 
for the Paris disaster, but the 
American Government as well. 
They claim that it was an im- 
possible policy to go to a con- 
ference like this and at the 
same time send spy planes over 
Khrushchev’s own country. It 
was more than a blunder. It 
was bad policy, or, worse, no 
policy at all. What is the use 
of the best diplomatic prepara- 
tions for a conference like this 
when the Central Intelligence 
Agency can do whatever it likes 
and not even the Secretary of 
State is informed. Many Ger- 
mans’ refuse to believe that 
John Foster Dulles would have 
tolerated an interference by the 
CIA just at the moment when 
international negotiations on the 
highest level have been started. 
And certainly, they say, it was 
this bad American “strategy” 
which endangered the summit 
conference to a degree. The 
Germans do not give a cent for 
Khrushchev’s words, but they 
were accustomed to a firm 
American policy which every 
man in the street could under- 
stand. But now? Well, there 
is no bad feeling in Western 
Germany, but a widespread 
feeling that the foreign policy 
of the United States is not what 
it was in the davs of John 
Foster Dulles—clear, hard and 
reliable. 


And why this bad American 
propaganda? President Eisen- 
hower certainly had a fough 
time in Paris, being confronted 
with a fiendish Khrushchev who 
had come to the French capital 
just to humiliate him. Well, he 
did his best, but America’s pro- 
paganda did not. Ike was left 
to himself and had to be grate- 
ful for the gentleman-like as- 
sistance of Gen. De Gaulle and 
Premier Macmillan. We in 
Western Germany were inces- 
santly on the lookout for a 
counterstroke by American pro- 
paganda, but it never came, Ike 
had to stand alone.

WASHINGTON—When Sen. 
Fulbright of Arkansas heard 


the testimony of Centra! Intel- 
ligence chief Allen Dulles be- 
hind closed doors he went to 
unusual lengths to ensure se- 
crecy. 

Not only were no censored 
copies of Dulles’s testimony is- 
sued after the hearing, but 
stenographers who took down 
Dulles’ words were carefully 
screened in advance. They 
were also required to returm 
their stenographic notes. Every 
conceivable step was taken to 
prevent a leak, and the final 
testimony was stamped with a 
warning that any senator who 
talked about it was subject to 
punishment under the _ espio- 
nage laws. 

While the secrecy may have 
been justified in regard to the 
U2 incident, the same kind of 
ultra-secrecy has so protected 
Central Intelligence in the past 
that it has been guilty of vari- 
ous bonehead plays, plus an 
undetermined waste of the tax- 
payers’ money. 

It can be revealed, despite 
the recent Senate secrecy, and 
without djsclosing any classi- 
fied information, that the sena- 
tors gave Dulles the kid-glove 
treatment, probed very super- 
ficially into his operations. 


CIA Agent Against Franco 


Up in New York, a congres- 
sional committee might well 
look into an amazing untold 
story of how Central Intelli- 
gence spent approximately $1 
million of the taxpayers’ money 
to operate an underground in- 
side Spain in opposition to dic- 
tator Franco. 

The story involves’ the 
strange disappearance of Prof. 
Jesus de Galindez, the Colum- 
bia University professor who 
vanished while entering a New 
York subway, March 12, 1956, 
and has never been heard of 
since. It can now be revealed 
beyond any doubt that Prof. De 
Galindez was in the employ of 
Central Intelligence and was 
sending large sums of money 
to Spain. 

Officially, he was the repre- 
sentative of the Basque delega- 
tion to the United States, a 
group in bitter opposition to 
Generalissimo Franco. In that 
official capacity, he registered 
with the Justice Department as 
a foreign agent and listed the 
amounts of money he claimed 
to collect each month. This 
was merelY a cover. 

Supposedly he collected the 
money from Basque exiles and 
immigrants in Latin America. 
Actually he got the money 
from Central Intelligence. 


Dulles Phoned Personally 

The monthly installments 
ranged from $4,845 in March 
1950 to $26,039 in January 1956 
just before De Galindez disap- 
peared or was disposed of, Dur- 
ing five years from 1950 
through 1955, this mysterious 
college professor, an exile from 
Spain, received either $1,016, 
000, according to Justice Depart- 
ment files, or $762,527 accord. 
ing to a New York City official 
audit. 

Immediately after De Galindez 
disappeared, Allen Dulles per- 
eonally phoned New York City 
officials with an urgent request 
that a CIA agent be permitted 


to go through De Galindez’s 
papers. This was done. And 
the last incriminating CIA 


check, sent to De Galindez in 
February for $7,240, was taken 
out of his file. 

The mystery still remains as 
to why Central Intelligence was 
financing this Spanish Basque 
exile who was working against 
Franco &t a time wher we 
were subsidizing Franco to the 
tune of several million dollars 
a year of foreign aid and mili- 
tary assistance. Thus the tax- 
pavers were paying both to 
support Franco and to under- 
mine Franco.

gate—but won't. 

Khrushchev to Cuba 

On top of the Moscow an- 
nouncement that Premier 
Khrushchev will go to Cuba at 
the invitation of Fidel Castro 
is the still unannounced fact 
that Premier Chou En-lai of 
Red China has also accepted an 
invitation to visit Cuba. 

Khrushchev is also angling 
to make a grand tour of Latin 
America. 

Here is the background be- 
hind this Moscow-Peiping ma- 
neuver to widen a Communist 
foothold 90 miles from the U.S.A: 

Castro's bid to the Russian 
Premier was made through 
Viadimir I. Bazikin, Soviet am- 
bassador to Mexico, who came 
to. Havana to formalize a trade- 
and-credit agreement between 
Cuba and the USSR. 

Actually Khrushchev received 
and accepted the invitation be- 
fore leaving Moscow for the 
Paris summit conference, but 
asked that the project receive 
no publicity. Reason for the 
delay was a hope that he could 
line up bids from a few other 
Latin-American countries and 
make fatter headlines by an- 
nouncing a grand tour, rather 
than just a one-stop trip to 
Cuba. 

This was behind Nikita’s 
statement, during his May 18 
press conference in Paris, that 
he would like to visit Latin 
America “if 1 were invited.” 

The question had been care- 
fully planted by Jean Poisse, 
a freelance French reporter 
who does work for Prensa 
Latina, the news agency set up 
by Castro, and for “L’- 
Humanite,” the Paris Commu- 
nist daily. 

Cuban President Osvaldo 
Dorticos, now on a junket 
which will include five South 
American republics—Argentina, 
Brazil, Uruguay, Peru, and 
Venezuela—plus Mexico, is try- 
ing to line up some further in- 
vitations for Khrushchev. 

The invitation accepted by 
Chou En-lai was first extended 
to Mao Tse-tung, through Maj. 
William Galvez, chief of a 
Cuban economic mission which 
just concluded four weeks of 
negotiations with the Red 
Chinese Government in Peiping. 

Mao expressed thanks, but ex- 
plained that his health does not 
permit him to make long 
voyazes. He suggested that 
Chou go in his place, The visit 
will probably take place later 
this year.

Japan lately as the news of 
demonstrations opposing the 
Japan-U.5. Security Pact 
have been given much 
publicity. 

One daily said that Prime

that it would!

for Japan’s 
monarchy. 

“Is Japan 
going to be a . 
Communist country?” 
simple questions have 
asked on several occasions. 
More thinking people are con- 
cerned about the political chaos 
in Japan. 


Opinions regarding the an- 
ticipated visit of President Eisen- 
hower to Japan from June 19-22 
as scheduled are divided. The 
U.S. Government seems to be 
determined to send its chief to 
Japan and other Asian coun- 
tries in spite of the restlessness 
prevailing in Japan, but there 
are pros and cons among politi- 
cians. The U.S. man-on-the- 
street who is rather ignorant of 
the treaty, is bewildered at the 
violent opposition against the 
pact, 


Whenever I have been asked 
about the expediency of 
Eisenhower's Visit at this time 
I have expressed my view that 
the visit should be postponed 
till a later date. I maintain 
this view on the ground that 
his visit will further aggravate 
the situation and antagonize the 
Japanese people. I am also 
afraid that the ruling party 
may utilize his visit for politi- 
cal purposes. Being away from 
Japan for some time I may be 
totally wrong. ; 


I feel that Eisenhower should 
be welcomed by all the Japa- 
nese people regardless of the 
difference of political ideologies. 
He stands for freedom and in- 
ternational goodwill though the 
U.S. Government has sometimes 
blundered in its foreign policy. 


That the U.S. Government 
needs a tougher chief is the 
general political feeling here. 


The people respect and embrace 
warm feelings toward President 
Eisenhower, but they are of the 
opinion that he is not a shrewd 
statesman who can cope with 
Khrushchev. The American 
people are aware of the fact 
that an honest and good man 
does not always make an ideal 
statesman. 

Then, whom do they want as 
President? Many are of the 
opinion that Nixon is a clever 
man, but his past records show 
that he has been ambitious for 
himself. However, they feel 
that Nixon may be the best 
choice among the candidates. 
“Kennedy is too young and in- 
experienced,” -is the general 
opinion though they admit that 
he may become qualified to 
steer the country after gaining 
more experience in the com- 
plexity of politics. 

After the breakdown of the 
summit meeting the political 
climate is cloudy and uncheer- 
ful here.

Khrushchev’s Tantrums 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York Times said the United 
States had hit back with some 
of the sharpest language used 
against another power since the 
war “after watching Premier 
Khrushchev's calculated tant- 
rums for two weeks.” 

After pointing to the Presi- 
dent’s and Secretary of State's 
Statements last weekend the 
paper said: 

“The Soviet ruler’s offensive. 
outbreaks have also had at least 
one positive result. They have 
torn the smiling mask from the 
Soviet visage and destroyed the 
illusions that trapped the West 
into: the summit meeting. As 
a result, the Soviet Premier has 
become the unwitting architect 
of a renewed Western unity. 


“This new unity became evi- 
dent at Paris and is being re- 
affirmed on all sides. One of 
the most welcome and heart- 
warming manifestations of it 
has just been provided by Cana- 
dian Prime Minister Diefen- 
baker's visit to Washington. It 
emphasized anew the century- 
and-a-halfold friendship  be- 
tween the two neighbors. 

“No doubt Premier Khrush- 
chev's tirades have given, as 
they were intended to do, new 
encouragement to the radical 
left. On that score Cuba pre- 
sents a chapter of its own. But 
the anti-American student de- 
monstrationg in Japan and the 
anti-American trend within the 
labor left in Britain and else- 


‘where provide added testimony 


to this effect. Fortunately these 
are only manifestations of a 
mistaken minority seeking es- 
cape from harsh realities in a 
suicidal neutralism. The bulk 
of the free people evérywhere 
value their freedom too much 


to sacrifice it to an illusion.” 
Australian View 
SYDNEY (UPI)—It is sheer 


nonsense to say Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev's outburst has 
drawn the Western allies closer, 
Sydney's Daily Mirror s- id. 
The tabloid afternooner said: 
“It may be true, as some 
American commentators are sav- 
ing, that Premier Khrushchev's 


bitter attacks on President 
Eisenhower have solidified 
United States opinion behind 


the administration. 

“Americans are notoriously 
susceptible to emotionalism and 
hysteria. 

“For Eisenhower to say 
Khrushchev's outburst has 
drawn the Western allies closer 
is sheer nonsense.” 

Lashing out against “Rus- 
sian experts,” the Mirror said 
“some American so-called 
experts on Russia, noisily 
whistling to keep up the 
spirits of the United States 
people, are attributing Khrush- 
chev's toughness to some vague 
stirrings against him in the 
Russian Communist hierarchy. 

“Whistling in the dark might 
be a more apt description of 
these manifestations of wishful 
thinking. 

“Unfortunately for our peace 
of mind these ‘Russian experts’ 
are nearly always wrong.” 


Britain’s Position 

BONN  (Kyodo-Reuter)—The 
Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung 
said Harold Macmillan had been 


severely defeated in his efforts 
to maintain Britain’s unique 


position as a world power and- 


he must turn to Europe. 

And “it would be better for 
Europe, to which Great Brit- 
ain now belongs more than ever 
before, if Macmillan clearly 
made up his mind one way or 
another.” ; 

The failure of the British 
Prime Minister's summit policy 
“has deprived him of his special 
position in Western politics for 
at least some time, and perhaps 
for ever,” the newspaper said. 

Commenting on Britain's. re- 
cent offer to join the six-nation 
Coal and Steel Pool and Eura- 
tom, the Frankfurter Allge- 
meine said it wouki be difficult 
to find any offer hedged round 
with more reservations without 
it becoming totally meaningless. 


The Kishi Policy 


LONDON (AP)—The London 
Times said Premier Kishi's Con- 
servative Japanese Government 


had not been adroit in its handl- 
ing of the Japanese-American 
security treaty. 


“It has used its majority to 
steamrolier it through = the 
Lower House and has voted it- 
self an extension of 50 days in 
the session in order to make 
ratification possible,” the paper 
said editorially. 


“Meanwhile Russia and China 
have uttered persistent threats, 
taking the form of diplomatic 


notes, minatory speeches, and 
mass demonstrations, against 
the treaty. In many ways they 


overreached themselves, 


“They said, for instance, that 
they would not return the Ja- 
panese islands of Habomai and 
Shikotan, as agreed in 1956, un- 
less all foreign troops were 
withdrawn from Japan. Threats 
of this kind rallied support for 
Mr. Kishi.” 

President Eisenhower's as- 
sumption of responsibility for 
U2 flights and Russian threats 
to use rockets against the bases 
from which they came, with 
specific reference to Japan, had 
aiso had their effect, said the 
Times. 


“Japan is another corner of 
the world where things have 
never been the same since that 
unlucky flight. The strikes and 
demonstrations against the trea- 
tv have been on arr unprecedent- 
ed scale. The signs are. that 
the demonstrators, for the first 
time, have commanded the svm- 
pathy of the man-in-the-street, 


Taiwan Situation 


‘WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—The Washington Post said 
new trouble was likely in the 
Taiwan Strait during President 
Eisenhower's visit and the Chi- 
nese Communists might attempt 
to provoke American involve- 
ment. 


‘ “A number of signs point to 
the likelihood of new trouble in 
the strait timed to coincide with 
President Eisenhower's visit to 
Taiwan,” the paper commented. 

“The Chinese Communists 
have stepped up their shelling 
of the Quemoy and Matsu is- 
lands following the summit 
breakdown. 


“One purpose, apart from anv 
direct military threat, may be 
to intimidate Japan in comple- 
tion of the ratification of the 
security treaty with the United 
States. 


“This newspaper looks with 
no more favor on American -in- 
volvement in the Quemoys and 
Matsus now than it did in pre- 
vious crises two or five years 
ago. 
“This country finds itself 
stuck, through the Taiwan de- 
fense resolution, with quasi- 
commitments related to Chiang’s 
hopes for return to the main- 
land even though American. 
policy, by fact if not by public 
acknowledgment, has sloughed 
off such pretensions and is bas- 
ed upon an independent Taiwan. 


“In consequence there is the 
prospect of American involve- 
ment if an attack should ma- 
terialize—and no doubt the ex- 
hibitions of American air 
strength in the area are intend- 
ed to emphasize this. 


“But the possibility of a ser- 
ious misstep by the Chinese 
Communists is very real.”
